I ran across the same need a few weeks ago. W8LSS suggested this 
incredibly obvious technique for the equipment-impared: 


- Get a source of RF (a Pixie makes a nice such source) 

- Place the cap (I was measuring an inductor but same thing) 
across the RF source but in series with a pot (NOT wirewound) 

- Using the rf probe we've been talking to death the past month, 


adjust the pot until the drop across the cap is the same as 
the drop across the pot. 

- Measure the resistance of the pot - that will be the same as 
the reactance of the cap. 

- A little calculation and ... voila!

Well, the backpacking trip was a bust last weekend. We were to drive 
into Cottonwood Canyon out of Stovepipe Wells, Death Valley CA for a casual 
6 mile hike to a spring. Well, my partner rememberd the road being a tad 
shorter and a tad better. We were suppose to be on the trail by 11 am on 
saturday. Getting that many scouts going can be a pain so we were runing a 
little late. The road had changed a little in the last 9 years since my 
partner had last traversered it. The 2 wheel drive road become closer to a 
4 wheel drive route. I got stuck sveral times in the sand but slowly we 
picked our way up the canyon to the trail head. We finaly came to one spot 
in the middle of a sandy wash where we had to turn sharply 90 degrees and 
climb.

As a preface, life can be funny sometimes, as it sneaks up on you and 
something happens that, only AFTER it's happened, do you realize the 
magnitude of just what has occurred. 

Flash back to 1984, age 15. I went to a Novice class and got my ham 
license. And I proceeded to not use it for the next 18 months. 


May, 1986..."why am I not using this ham license I worked for?" 


I managed to find an old Swan rig, and the gentleman selling it allowed 
me to evaluate it before buying. My dad could help me evaluate it 

from an electronic standpoint, but he not being a ham, and me with no 
on-air experience, we had no idea how well it actually worked. 


I went to Gene, W30EP, of the teachers of my Novice class, looking for 
help. He invited us over with said radio, and proceeded to show me his 
"dining room table" shack. Someone was zipping along at 35 wpm, and I 
wondered who it was, and what was being said. Gene somehow knew. 


Anyway, we put the ol' Swan on the air and I made (with considerable 
assistance from Gene) a contact with Frank/KB4SJD, whose card I have upon 
the wall of my shack as "QSO #1." 


Then the Swan blew its finals. I paid for the replacements and we 
returned the radio with a well-taken explanation. I found a Kenwood 520S 
about 2 months later, operated well into the night (frequently falling 
asleep at the radio), started college, started hanging with the radio club 
at the U of MD - a great bunch - and within 7 months had an Extra class 


license. 


Flash forward to June, 1997, age 28. 


In the last 10-1/2 years, I've gotten 2 college degrees, worked full-time 
since 1990, bought a house, three cars (sold one), gotten married and 
separated, had four dogs (one who passed away)and four cats, been to 
Florida six times and Canada a dozen. I'd also made literally thousands 
of QSOs, done 10 Field Day setups with six different groups, done 
Sweepstakes a half-dozen times, "discovered" QRP and "rediscovered" CW 
after the lustre of phone wore off.. I got to see Andy, K1RA, one of the 
best contest ops I've ever seen, operate, and got the chance to learn by 
working with him. 


I've been a volunteer examiner since a month after my 18th birthday, and 
have tested at about 125 exam sessions, and tested probably 1,500 people 
during that time, most of whom seem to remember me although I don't 
necessarily remember all of them. I have made literally thousands 

of friends both locally and around the world. I have helped out during 
parades, runs, and bike races. I have confirmed contact with 150+ 
countries, all continents and states of the Union, and had a great time 
doing it. I make low-power contacts all over the world while driving to 
and from work and everywhere else, too. 


Ham radio gave me a real-world outlet to express all of the engineering 
mumbo-jumbo I was learning in college. 


I started helping teach license classes, and really, really enjoyed doing 
so. I teach Morse code as well, and take an active role in getting new 
hams into "loaner" equipment to get them on the air quickly. I taught a 
class to four neighborhood kids who have digressed but may someday return, 
and hang with the U of Maryland club, as well as teaching radio classes 
there. I greatly enjoy putting W3EAX on the air and hearing "Hello, U of 
Maryland, alma mater, I was there in '72! How's the club these days?" 
This past weekend, I had the privilege of being my friend Scott/N3BYY's 
first CW QSO (2x QRP, on 40m, a distance of 4 miles) as well as being 
present for his first "DX" CW QSO, with an old Novice class "retread," 
Scott/KB3CFK, who let his old Novice license expire 25 years ago, and got 
back into it because his daughter expressed an interest. 

Here I sit, 11 years later, doing 40 wpm, teaching license classes and 
sitting with a ham who's making his first CW QSO, and filling in the 
blanks when the new op's mind's nervousness doesn't let it function 
anymore. 


Roughly one sunspot cycle later: 


"Gene, I know how you felt." 
"If I didn't say it already: Thanks." 
I can only imagine what the next 11 years will be like.

Having recently completed an OHR-100A, I can heartily recommend it. The 
assembly manual is excellent, and it went together without a hitch. It 
is limited to about 70 KHz, but easily moved from the novice band to the 
general band when you upgrade. I didn't dope the vfo coil, and it seems 
to be stable in its frequency range. If you're going to use the rig on 
backpacking trips, then you might need to dope the coil. I'm a firm 
believer in selective (tuned) receiver front ends, and OHR is one of the 
few designs that met this requirement. Many of the kit designs use untuned 
transformer coupled input circuits, which leave a lot to be desired in 
rejection of “out of band" signals. My OHR rig approaches my SP-600 
receiver in this respect. 


As a cw beginner, I recommend that you forget about keyers, paddles, etc, 
and master a straight key first. When you get to 18 - 20 wpm, then you 
can consider using the others.

Amidon is apparently no longer selling FORMVAR coated wire. Does 
anyone know another source who sells AWG 14/16/18 FORMVAR (or FORMEX 
by DuPont) by the foot or in small rolls? I can get these gauges ina 
generic enamelled wire at the local motor rewinding shop but they don't 
know exactly what the coating is. Some of the big wire outfits like 
Essex have FORMVAR but their smallest rolls are a lot more than I 
could ever use. 

W2FMI (Jerry Sevick) specifies this wire for some of his high 
efficiency baluns. The thickness of the coating seems to be quite 
critical (to get the proper Zo for the bifilar pair winding). The 
insulation or heat handling qualities of the coating are not as 
important.

I have just spent the last few days re-reading a series 
of articles published in the Communications Quarterly. 
I believe the series started with the Winter 1992 issue. 


The author uses an insulative tape around the wire. I believe 
he also recommended something called: Thermalize or eze or something 
Wire. Articles are not beside me right now. 


I would expect that you can get the spacing you want by adding 
a teflon tape or similar to get the correct transmission line 
impedance for you balun.

Having grown up on the east coast, including a long stint in New England 
(whence K1MG), then finally settling here in California, I have pondered 
this paradox for some time. 


I know that New England still exists, though there may be some truth to your 
theory, because much of my time there was spent on, under, or near the 
water. However, I suspect that it is more likely that the cause is an error 
in geographic representation. 


We are all familiar with these errors. Look at any world map and compare 
the size of Greenland with California. The areal distortion caused by 
projecting a three dimensional body onto a two dimensional map is readily 
apparent. Greenland is much smaller than it appears, having only enough 
land area to support a small community of a couple hundred scientists. 


Try any of the station distance calculators available on the web to see how 
far we are located from New England. The results can vary, but the number 
is usually around 2700 miles. However, each of these uses a geometric 
approximation for the shape of the earth, usually a sphere, and significant 
errors can arise due to the actual shape of the earth. In fact, the earth 
is more nearly shaped like a Klein Vessel, with New England located quite 
near a topological second derivative maxima. The name is a clue. New 


England is actually proximate to Europe. Look in any New England ham's log 
book, and you will find European QSOs by the hundreds, but scant 
representation from the Left Coast. Check out the antenna farm at W1AW to 
see what it takes to loft a kW to the North American continent. 


So, from the California viewpoint, Rhode Island is just a little more 
difficult to catch on 40 meters than Estonia. 


In conclusion, NAFTA has brought a boom in imports from New Mexico. 
California has one of the few remaining strong Asian economies. And 
perhaps, with the new FCC agreement with Europe for reciprocal licensing, we 
will see more Americans mounting DXpeditions to Rhode Island.

When I was about 9 years old, I read about ham radio in Boys 
Life magazine. I decided then that I very much wanted to be a 
Ham radio op. My parents bought me a code practice oscillator, 
and I practiced alot with it and a straight key. Not knowing 
how I was going to be able to receive morse, and pass the 
test, and the fact that ham rigs were simply too expensive, 

I basically forgot about the hobby. 


About 4 years later, a neighbor of ours had a visitor. The visitor 
happened to have a CB radio. When I showd my parents what CB was 
about, and that the whole family could get involved, plus the 

fact that it was alot more inexpensive, they bought me a Realistic 
Navaho for my 12th birthday. That was back in the days when CB 

still required a license, and the radio club we joined was involved 
in alot of good projects for the community. There was no cursing 
then, and CB was alot more like ham radio is now. For about 3 

years it was good, but soon fell apart as the sunspot cycle increased 
and AM heterodyne made the band unusable. 


I had CB radios on and off for several years after that, but never 

quite enjoyed it like I had earlier. Then in 1991 I bought a scanner, 

and heard hams chatting on the 2 meter repeater. I went down and purchased 
a copy of Now you're Talking from Rat Shack, and bought a shortwave 
receiver as well. I still remember doing my best to tune in the arrl 

code broadcasts during christmas and new years of of 91-92. I studied 
religiosly, and went to the hamfest to take my exam. I managed to pass 

the 5 wpm, and the technician exams, so there I was, a new tech plus. 


Shortly after I received the license, I purchased a 10 meter rci-2950, 
and made about 40 contacts before the band said bye bye. The radio sat 
until hamfest weekend 98, being relegated to cb freqs a long time ago on 
an old dipole. I decided that since I couldn't afford to go to the 
hamfest, I would make my own hamfest, and install the 10 meter ringo 
that had sat for almost 4 years. Man, what a surprise. The band opened 
up wide, and in one month I had more qsos than I'd had in 5 years. 


SO, wanting to experience the general portion of 10 meters, I started 

to work on an old heathkit, in the hopes of receiving the arrl code 
practice again. The heathkit had also sat for 5 years, and still isn't 
functioning correctly. So, I asked the guys on heath if there were any 
kits out there today, and this is where they pointed me. I constructed 

a milliwatter transmitter, and used it with the heath, but no luck. 

Seems that being rockbound left me sitting just outside of whereever sigs 
were coming in strong, so no contacts, but it did prove one thing to me. 
That kits are out there, they're affordable, and I can be doing HF cw 

for less than the cost of a 2 meter rig. And it's hard to believe that 
more people don't mention kits when anyone asks what affordable rigs there 
are out there. I didn't even know that kit radios existed, and the only 
Single banders I'd seen were the little MFJ doodads. Well, now I know 
better, and am going to rekindle my interest in HF again. 


BTW, I've been very active, on vhf and uhf doing just about everything 
that can be done with FM rigs, especially packet. But I was losing 
interest until 10 opened up again for me. The latest project is getting 
a UHF link onto an ax25 linuxnode gateway. There's going to be a 10 
meter port too, and 40 meters for CW, soon. SO finally, the hobby has 
come full circle again. Just like the sunspots do. And it looks like 
this time, it'll all be worth it. 73.
